The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about October 4, 2010 - July 13, 2009 you or your 
organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations: 


9 CFR, SECTION Failure to 


3.125 (a) • Construct facility of such material and of such strength as 

appropriate for the animals involved. Indoor and outdoor 
housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury 
and to contain the animals. 

(**The south side of the enclosure containing two foxes had a small 
section of chicken wire patched over the primary fencing near the 
bottom. The chicken wire fencing had sharp points along the edges of 
the section and several of these points were protruding into the pen. 
**The east side of the enclosure housing one raccoon also had a small 
section of chicken wire patched over the primary fencing along the 
bottom. Sharp points were present and sticking into the pen. 

**The enclosure housing three African Crested Porcupines had a 
section of smaller wire mesh fencing patched over the primary 
fencing. The edges of this section had sharp wire points present 
inside the enclosure.) 

3.127 (a) • When s unligh t is likely to cause overheating or discomfort of 

the animals, suffiecient shade by natural or artificial means 
shall be provided to allow all animals kept outdoors to protect 
themselves from direct sunlight. 

(Enclosures for the Muskox and the Llama did not have shelter from 
sunlight.) 

3.127 (b) • Provide natural or artificial shelter for all animals kept 

outdoors to protect and prevent discomfort from inclement 
weather. 

(Enclosures for the Muskox and the Llama did not have shelter from 
inclement weather.)
